RESIGNATION CAUSED BY REFUSAL OF ADVICE 


By J. W. T. Mason, for United Presa 


Theophile Delcasse’s resignation as French foreign m inister is 
almost certainly due to the refusal of the British and French gov­ 
ernm ents to follow his advice concerning the hest way of dealing 
with the Balkan situation. 
Sir Edward Grey was given control of 
diplomatic negotiations at the Balkan capitals and the failure of 
the British foreign m in ister’s policy apparently Is the reason why 
M. Delcasse no longer can su p p o rt the Allies’ methods in s o u t h ­ 
eastern Europe. 
M. Delcasse is a diplomat, of too wide a reputation and he pos­ 
sesses too strong a character to allow himself 
to he overridden 
w ithout protest,, when rejection of his views results in dlscom- 
forture for his c o u n try ’s cause, 
ll*1 seemingly was willing to re­ 
main quiescent after his own opinions 
concerning 
the 
Balkan 
crisis were rejected, but only to permit the m ajority's viewpoint 
to prove its w orth. 
When the m ajority was found to he wrong, 
then M. Delcass* s resignation became inevitable. 
When two men 
possessing sueh strong personalities as M. Delcasse and Sir Ed­ 
ward Grey find themselves In opposition, one must eventually re­ 
tire for tho sake of his prestige. 
The time of M. Delcasse s re­ 
tirem ent was well chosen. 
It is probable the crucial point cf difference from M. Delcasse 
and Sir Edward Grey was the question of preparedness. 
M, Del- 
cassc has always been a strong ad v o c a te of prepared diplomacy. 
In the present instance, preparedness meant the dispatch of a 
large arm y to the Levant for q u i c k action through Greece to check 
the Teutons and overcome the Bulgarians. 
This arm y ought to 
have been sent early in the course of the diplomatic battle that 
was being fought in Sofia. 
If has been suggested th a t Great Brit­ 
ain would not agree to any such proposal as this. 
After B ulgari­ 
an mobilization began, the British government held back and had 
to be urged by the French m inistry to send even the present In­ 
adequate expedition to Haloniki. 
It is probable that throughout the negotiations with Bulgaria 
Sir Edward firr y counted too much on British prestige of the past. 
Great influence had been exerted by British diplomats in the Bal­ 
kans during the years before the war, because British advice was 
regarded largely as being disinterested. 
But 
this 
characteristic 
changed with the coming of the w ar. 
Seemingly the change did 
not make a sufficient impression on Sir Edward Grey. 
M. Delcasse. as an outside observer, would be in a better posi­ 
tion to notice the decline of Britich influence in the 
Balkans. 
Ills advice, therefore, would tend to be based on sounder judgm ent 
than Sir Edward Grey s 
But S i r Edward Grey 
prevailed and 
failure resulted. 
M. De I cosec’n resignation emphasises this fail­ 
ure and is, in effect, a demand for an International commission 
which shall perm it no one capital in the future to control dip ­ 
lomatic negotiations affecting th e Allies' cause.

FACTS AND FIGURES ABOUT CROW WING CO. 


This county was created May 23. 1857, with the county seat at Crow 
Wing which was later removed to Brainerd, the present county seat. The 
county is centrally situated in the northern part of the state. 
The land surface throughout the county is rolling, 
being 
originally 
covered with a dense growth of timber, such as pine, poplar, birch, tam­ 
arack, ash, spruce, cedar, maple and oak, a part of which is still uncut. 
The soil in the highlands is a sandy loam and in some places admix­ 
ture of sand and clay. 
The subsoil is clay and sand. The soil in the low­ 
lands is black muck vegetable mould, and. in some places, peat with sand 
or clay subsoil. 
The area of the county is 951.5 square miles, or 
608,958 
acres, 
of 
which 527,387.51 acres are land and and 81.570.49 acres are water. 
The 
land surface contains 1.148 farms. 
Dairying, live stock, poultry and fruit raising are carried on quite ex­ 
tensively in tliis county. 
In 1913 the county had six creameries, the 
output of which was 247.842 pounds of butter.

N M IN N E S O T A there is a growing state consciousness, a co­ 
ordination of effort, which must have far reaching conse­ 
quence in the development of the greatest state in the Union. 
A state so rich in natural resources th a t mere statistics f-.l 
to relate the facts, a state so ideally situated as t" r rti.ch out with 
one hand to the greatest inland wnte^va^ ut the world, while 
with the other it exchanges 
with the northw estern em­ 
pire, Minnesota finds its lines cast in pleasant places. 
N ature is found here in lier most amiable mood. 
Streams 
and watercourses wind about in an ever-varying setting of hill, 
valley and rolling prairie. 
T* ii thousand lakes are scattered 
about its surface in the most reckless profusion. 
W ith a land surface an d potential wealth 
capable of supporting almost the present popu-

lotion "t tile United States, it is still unfilled, 
f 
invites to the pioneer and the home-maker, 
a condition that prevails nowhere else in all the 
world. 
These conditions are aw akening the ambi­ 
tion and effort of the present generation, a gen­ 
eration which is striving to hasten fo rw ard the 
day when the bread a n d b u tter state, the state 
of corn, of clover, of wheat, of alfalfa an d of 
the dairy, will have come into its own. 
The agricultural empires of the world have 
been located in the valleys of its great rivers. 
2,000 years ago 
the Tigris and E u p h ra te s valleys furnished the food for the 
w o r l d ’s people. 
The valley of the Nile became the gra n ary of 
the Roman civilization. 
Tin* productive area later tu rn ed to the 
valleys of the Rhine, the Loire anti the Seine. 
Hut of these none 
offered the promise a n d hope contained in the valley of the 
Mississippi anti its giant tributaries. 
Populations grow with ever-increasing momentum and the 
imagination hesitates to anticipate the density of population th at 
will be bere. 
The factory will follow tin- farm. a population th at 
is sure to come will support industry, river* and w aterfalls will 
be made to give up their power until eventually, there will ba 
located in the Mississippi valley the most prosperous civilization 
the world has ever known. 
In Minnesota opportunity beekons. for here are still cheap 
lands that will increase daily in value; here are still found the 
opportunities of a new community joined with the advantages of 
an already well developed section with thoroughly tilled soils and 
populous cities. 
Men with far-reaching vision founded the governmental basis 
of the state. 
They showed this wisdom in its highest form when 
they dedicated its public lands to the purpose of building up a 
great school fund which, in 1950, will ane 'int to $200,0(30,000, 
and dedicated the state to the cause of education.. 
The fathers of the state, limited as their vision must have 
been by the frontier conditions in which they lived, must have 
sensed the future, must have had some vision of the approaching 
years. 
Vet it is safe to assume they did not entirely pierce the 
veil, for even the present generation scarcely realizes the w onder­ 
ful future that still awaits. 
There was a poetry and romance of surrounding that must 
have appealed to the builders of Minnesota. 
This was the state 
of Hennepin, of Radisson, an d of Grow l liers. 
The Falls of St. Anthony had not been harnessed an d to the 
state's founders m arked only the headw aters of navigation on the 
Mississippi. 
While they possibly did not sense the power in these 
falls which was later to be harnessed to tu rn the wheels of the 
greatest flour industry in the world, the roar of w aters must have 
contained a promise of wonders to come. 
B ut they could not help but realize that Providence was in a 
kindly and generous mood when Minnesota was created. 
Here 
was tile source of the F a th e r of Waters. 
H«jre were ten thousand 
lakes, scattered broadcast like jewels from the workshop of th* 
Creator. 
Here were rivers, forests, hills a n d valleys, interspersed 
with rolling prairies which appealed to the eve and made th* 
landscape so beautiful that without question they chose as the 
m otto of the state “ L 'Etoile du N o rd ,” S ta r of the North. 
While its beauty an d possibilities so appealed they could not 
know that, within the lifetime of m any of them, the wilderness 
would be tu rn e d into a galileo. They could not know th a t within 
a generation the Minnesota forests would have provided timber 
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for the world, that its farm products would outrival those of other 
states, th at its northern section was underlaid with iron whose 
wealth would rival the fabled mines of (Golconda. 
Nor could they 
know that at the point where Lake Superior ju ts into the edge of 
the state would spring up tile greatest inland port of the world. 
T’liey could not know this, because the age of miracles had 
passed, and it seems that only a miracle could have transform ed 
the state of Governor Ramsey into the Minnesota of today. 
This accomplishment has been a miracle. 
It is the miracle of 
civilization, the miracle of steel, of steam, of railroad and steam ­ 
boat. and of the hurrying migration of the venturesome Aryan 
to the vacant lands of the ever alluring West. 
S ta r of the North they called it, because its beauty appealed. 
S ta r of the North it has become because of tho fruition of hope 
and the accomplishment of happiness that has occurred 
Star of 
the North it must more truly become when its latent water power* 
are developed, when the great heart of the Northwest pulses out 
the lifeblood it will generate, when its rich farm lands are fully 
cultivated arid there will be no vacant place that has not known 
the ministration of the plow. 
The story of Minnesota told in statistical figure* reads like an 
epic of production. 


Hut the development of Minnesota has only commenced. 
There is no place in the world which offers so inviting a field for 
the homeseeker and tin* home builder. 
No stale in the world 
offers such splendid opportunities of success for the man iii busi­ 
ness. for the farmer, for the artisan, for the w orker aud for the 
professional man. 
It offers the anomaly of a state that is still new. while having 
reached an advanced st a ce of development. 
Its lands are the 
richest in the world. 
Its soil needs only to he touehi d to yield 
richly. 
Its climate is bracing and inspiring.

words. 
In fact, most of them said. 
when they wanted a good road they 
came over into Minnesota.’ 
They 
marvelled at our increased road levy 
tor next season, and seemed surprised 
that many counties should go the 
limit and more so when several coun­ 
ties were considering a bond issue to 
enable them to build their bridges. 
I was also surprised to find so 
many who had visited our lake and 
summer resorts and seemed as famil­ 
iar with the roads radiating out of 
Brainerd and the surrounding .-coun­ 
try as I was myself. 
Any additional 
attention given us was due to the ef­ 
forts Minnesota is making toward 
road construction and the system 
under which it is being done. 
There 
were many papers and discussions on 
the various phases of road and bridge 
construction, and methods of getting 
out of tile mud. 
One man’s paper 
concluded as follows: 
I do not ask that all my foes be given 
l>rimst one bat lls 
When they have shuffled off to 
meet eternal aftermaths. . 
To see them frying down below would 
give me little Joy. 
I*d rather see them 
drive a ear 
through Southern Illinois. 
So you see then* are others hav­ 
ing their troubles too. 
After all the 
praise wo received it was realized 
that a lot of the good work was due 
to local sentiment and the county of­ 
ficials. and we made it piatn that in 
Minnesota the press, the people, the 
county commissioners and the state 
were a unit, In all flint the word Im­ 
plies toward a definite result: thut 
is, a permanent system of good roads. 
I was iii Brainerd lately and de­ 
lighted over tin- new line crossing 
over tho old Minpesota a Interna­ 
tional railway trestle, then along the 
river and north towards Merrifield. 


The buying of that old right of way 
and bridge by the county was a fine 
idea and when the work is completed 
Brainerd will have one of the best 
roads and most beautiful scenic driv­ 
es In the state at a nominal cost. 
In company with the county audi­ 
tor and district engineer with Mr. Al­ 
berts. the county superintendent of 
highways, we made a pretty thorough 
trip about the county. 
One of the things that pleased 
me moat was the efficient mainten­ 
ance on the state roads. 
If the town­ 
ship authorities will take the lesson 
and apply the one mill dragging tax 
in the same manner na the state are 
doing in a fewr years every road will 
be a good road, there will be no dis­ 
tinction and Minnesota, the North 
Star State, will shine as never before.
